OF COOPERATIVE EFFORT 

West Liberty has literally lifted itself by 
the bootstraps in building the fine swimming 
pool that is to be opened to the public Saturday. 

No other town of comparable size that we 
know of has such a fine pool—at least none that 
was constructed without a bond issue or assess¬ 
ment or some type of outside help. Ours is the 
product of self-help, built as a community and 


county-wide project with everyone chipping in 
to do their bit. 

The cost also has been exceedingly low, only 
$11,800 in cash outlay. But the pool has much 
donated material, labor, etc. in it. And the con¬ 
tractor charged only cost on the project. Ac¬ 
tually, the pool is worth much more than $11,800. 

Sponsored by the Kiwanis Club with the help 
of several other organizations, cash contributions, 
have paid for all but $3,500 of the cost, and a 
note for the difference has been executed, which 
we know will be liquidated by a community with 
such fine civic spirit as ours.

of the plant beds. Fine results 
are being obtained by dL ng the 
old plant beds, fertilizing them 
and sowing a rather heavy rate of 
soybeans. The beans are turned 
under about September 1, and 
the beds sterilized for the next 
year's tobacco crop. Mid-July is 
not too late for soybeans so if 
you have not already done it why 
not try this plan of controlling 
wild fire. 

SUMMER SEEDING of alfalfa 
is another timely activity which 
will pay off for years to come. 
August seedings usually give 
fin# results, but in order to con¬ 
serve moisture and to obtain a 
firm seed bed, seed bed prepara¬ 
tion should start well in advance 
of sowing. So, for more hay, 
silage or pastures next year start 
your alfalfa program now. Soil 
tests come first; then if lime is 
needed it can be spread early 
and mixed well with the soil. 
Phosphate and potash can be 


high in phosphate, increased the 
alfalfa yield from 2100 up to 8300 
pounds per acre. 

ARE YOUR SOILS average’ 
Last year the College of Agricul¬ 
ture received reports from over 
37 thousand soil tests made in 99 
Kentucky counties. Fifty-eight 
percent of these were strongly or 
moderately acid, showing the 
need for 2 or more tons of lime 
per acre; 52% were medium to 
low in phosphate and 65% were 
medium to low in potash. Profit¬ 
able farming just simply cannot 
be done on such soils without the 
liberal use of the needed plant 
foods. It’s always the right time 
to test soils and apply needed 
lime and fertilizer. 

GOOD VARIETIES pay off. 
This year has been a good one to 
see the improvements brought 
about by plant breeders with new 
varieties. I have recently had 
occasion to compare Vigo Wheat,

Sow Soybeans In 
Plant Beds Now, 
Says Farm Agent

Farmers are advised by the 
Agricultural Extension Service of 
the University to begin their to¬ 
bacco plant beds for next year 
by sowing them in soybeans now, 
aays County Agent Charlie Dixon. 
Ordinarily 15 pounds of soybean 
seed is sufficient for a bed 100x9 
feet. Fanners are asked to check 
the germination on the seed of 
the soybeans. Much of the soy¬ 
bean seed is low in germination 
this year. If the test is under 
80 percent as shown on the bag, 
the seeding rate should be in¬ 
creased to 20 to 25 pounds per 
bed. The purpose for sowing the 
bed in soybeans is two-fold: first, 
the objective of scalding out all 
other seed with the idea that the 
beans will be turned under in 
early September. The soybean 
roots will rot quickly and there 
will be nothing else for wildfire 
germs to live on. If the bed is 
ditched well at the time there is 
much less likelihood of wildfire 
breaking out in the bed next 
spring. 

Second, soybeans leave the soil

SEGREGATION IN KY. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 28— 
Kentucky’s public school system 
will continue to operate for the 
coming school year under the 
past policy of race segregation, 
the State Board of Education ad¬ 
vised all school superintendents 
in the State. 

It pointed out, in a directive to 
all school officials, that the deci¬ 
sion of the Supreme Court out¬ 
lawing segregation had not yet 
become effective—t hat further 
1 arguments are scheduled during 
the fall to determine the manner 
and method of carrying forward 
the Court's decree. 

Meanwhile, the Board conclud¬ 
ed that, until the decree is form¬ 
ally issued, that it should observe 
the mandates of Kentucky’s Con¬ 
stitution and laws enacted in its 
support, requiring separate school 
facilities for whites and negroes.
